WHY RUSSIA FEARS ... 


KNOW that Russia is often 
wrong, nowadays. But I 
also know some of the reasons for 
her suspicions. Those, somehow 
or other, we must remove unless 
there remain of another 
war, one that would destroy the 
world. 

No, there is no fear of war in 
the immediate future. The 
nations are too tired. But this is 
our last chance to build peace 


permanently. 

An old friend told me, in the 
Commons last week, how Maisky 
once said to him: “ Your people 
forget that, after the 1914 war, 
ten nations attacked our infant 
Soviets and that thé British 
troops, when they left our soil,

SEEDS OF SUSPICION 


HEN, during and since the 

war, Prince Paul of Serbia, 
who handed over his country to 
the Germans, has been lavishly 
entertained in Africa. 

Churchill has backed King 
Peter, now deposed, and King 
George of Greece, whose return to 
the throne will be made more 
likely by Bevin’s agreement to 
hasten the plebiscite; and he has 
entertained at lunch Prince 
Umberto, of whom the Italians 
have just got rid after a four- 
weeks’ reign. 

All these happenings were re- 
garded by Moscow—and by many 
people in Britain—as betrayals of 
the principles for which the war 
was fought. 

The Russians have also read in 
American papers, “ Our new V-III 
can go as far as the Urals,” and 
how a prominent U.S. diplomat 
publicly remarked: “ Let us drop 
the Atom Bomb on the Russians.” 

And, during their trouble with 
Turkey, wrong though they may 
have been, they read how the 
American battleship Missouri had 
sailed into the Bosphorus; this 
they regarded as a threat. 


THE MENACE OF GREECE 


OR is that all. Norman Dodds, 

M.P., who is just back from 
Greece, tells me that a prominent 
British official in Salonika said 
to him, “ Greece is now a British 
frontier.” 

Against whom?” he asked. 
“Russia? I thought we had a 
Labour Government in power.” 

“Governments may change,” 
was the reply, “ but that does not 
alter foreign policy.” 

And L. J. Solley, another M.P. 
just back from Athens, expresses 
the view that the existence of the 
Fascist-minded Government he 
had seen suppressing all liberty 
in Greece is a grave menace to 
the world’s peace. 

That menace will not end until 
Russia’s fears have been entirely 
removed. 

Why then does not Moscow ex- 
plain, frankly, what they are? 
Instead, she plays the game of 


diplomacy as though it were a 
game of poker. . 
Meanwhile, the differences 


grow—and, all the time, Big Busi- 
ness in America makes them even 
more serious.

RANK has been driving for 
about twenty years. Like 
every other driver on the 
road he thinks no one can 
drive except himself. 

I have yet to meet the 
motorist who confesses to his 
inability to drive other than 
exceptionally well. I have yet to 
meet the motorist who does not 
criticise all the million other 
drivers on the road as fools and 
worse. 

Frank can drive. I think he 
drives a little too well. To my 
mind he is always taking risks.

Among the treasures re- 
covered are nine volumes of 
letters to Queen Victoria from 
her daughter, Princess Victoria. 
The letters, collected by Queen 

Victoria and beautifully bound in 
red leather, cover the period from 
1890 to 1892. They begin “To my 
own darling mother” and are 
signed “ Your doting daughter.” 

When the treasure-box was dis- 
played to the Press today, 
diamonds, rubies and amethysts 
glittered under arc lights. 

The official account of the dis- 
appearance of the jewels began 
with the thirst of a handful of 
G. Is of General Patton's Third 
Army. Foraging through the 
cellars of Kronberg Castle early 
last year, they found 1,800 bottles 
of old vintage wine. 

The bottles were buried so deep 
that the soldiers suspected that 
something even more valuable 
might be hidden under the 
ancient flagstones of the cellar. 
They dug—and found the casket, 
which had been hidden there by 
Princess Sophie of Hesse at the 
time of the Allied advance into 
Germany. 

Durant and his wife are to be 
taken to Germany for trial by a 
US. military court.

TAUGHT? WHEN I ASKED AN EDUCATIONIST HE ANSWERED 

THAT HE KNEW MANY SOUND REASONS WHY, AND THAT 

HE BELIEVED, AS TO THE HOW, THAT HISTORY IS THE WORST- 
TAUGHT SUBJECT IN OUR SCHOOLS. 

Drawing him, I found that what is called History 

is NOT being feebly presented, but much of it is 

far from being satisfactorily true, and when it is, it 

could often be left out and more important material 


substituted. 


In his opinion the method is good. and the matter, 
by and large bad A hotch-potch of fact, twisted 
versions, exaggerations and complete uselessness, has 
been handed down by chroniclers who had mighty ones 
to please and by mere yes-men who wrote later. 


Today, he said,

of myths, each of which at some 
time fell in with “national” 
policy, which was largely for 
private advantage. 

At the best, you get a pot- 
pourri of picked fiction and con- 
venient fact, the presentation of 
which has hardened into custom. 


Why is History taught at all to 
anyone? According to my edu- 
cationist friend, to enlighten the 
pupil about MAN in his environ- 
ment, what he has done in the 
Past, and what he may do in the 
present and the future.

History ought to be as near 
truth as the most truthful 
historian can bring it. It ought 
to be an unbiased biography 
of many communities, and not 
only of our own. 

It ought to give its tearners 
atmosphere and perspective, 
help them to see as old-timers 
saw things, help them to feel 
sympathetically with them. It 
ought to weigh achievements 
against circumstances. 

It ought to trace cause and 


effect. But above all, it ought 
to be offered in comparison 
and contrast with current 
affairs, as they are and as they 
should be. 


It ought not to be simply an 
tntellectual training, but should 
be taught for a moral purpose 
even if the morals are not 
defined—of inculcating indi- 
vidual and communal courage, 
cleanliness, honesty. unselfish- 
ness and all-round decent 
citizenship.

They sank under us in mid- 
river, and we waded ashore and 
scattered over those bare white 
sands while bullets whined like 
angry bees over.our heads. 

remember how all round me 
men were ng, cursing 
slowly and tely, as they 
tried to dig with their elbows and 
knees. And as the parade -went 
by I thought of the wounded lad 
I helped to carry in to a first-aid 
post later that night. Blood was 
soaking through his blankets 
from a smashed leg, but he 
managed to raise himself on one 
elbow. “It wasn’t our fault.” he 
said. “We weren’t afraid of 
bullets. It was those bloody boats 
that let us down..

He was the friend 
of peers and princes: millionaires 
called him “Danny”: lovely 
women smiled on him; his picture 
was on every sports page; but he 
remained the same modest, unas- 
suming gentleman. 

A devout Catholic, warm- 
hearted and generous, ready to 
give away his last sovereign. 
Danny never altered And, any- 
way, there couldn't have been 
anything bad in a man who loved 
horses as Danny did. 


Love Of Speed 


E would talk to them like a 
mother talking to a baby.
